At its meeting on August 1, 1951, the Council agreed to the 
four steps proposed by the JCS in lag abe pn 3 of the reference 
memo of July 30, 1951, subject to the assignment of paragraph 
3-b to the Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference. The 
Council also agreed that the resulting reports should be inte~- 
grated into a single report to it under the coordination of the 
Director of Central Intelligence with the assistance of repre- 
sentatives of the appropriate departments and agencies. ‘The 
Director of Central Intelligence undertook to prepare a direc 
tive along these lines for consideration by the Council. 


Directive on the subject, prepared by the Director of Central 
Intelligence was approved on August 30, 1951 by the Council, 
the Secretary of the Treasury, the Attorney General and the 
Director of Defense Mobilization (NSC Action No. 543) and 
circulated by the reference memo of August 30, 1951. A memo-

Staff from Executive Secretary, same subject, dated October 1, 7 
and 29, 1952; Memo for Senior NSC Staff from Acting Executive 
Secretary, same subject, dated October 13, 1952) 


Memorandum, from the Joint Chiefs of Staff on "The Anglo- 
Iranian Problem", was submitted to the Council at the request 
of the Secretary of Defense as NSC 117. At its meeting on 
November 20, the Senior Staff agreed that NSC 117 should be 
listed in the Status of Projects as a reference in connection 
with the project on the Eastern Mediterranean and Middle East, 
rather than as a separate item. Subsequently the subject of 
the latter project was changed from the "Eastern Mediterranean 
and the Middle East" to "The Area of the Arab States, Iran 

and Israel." 


The Senior Staff at its meeting on March 6 in connection with 
a diseussion of a draft report on "United States Objectives 
and Policies With Respect to the Area of the Arab States 

Iran and Israel During the Period of the Cold War" agreed 
that this draft report should include the Arab States, Israel 
and the Middle East Command (adopted by the Council as 

NSC 129/1), but not Iran, which was to be covered by the 
forthcoming revision of NSC 107/2. 


The Senior Staff at its meeting on September 18, in connection 
with a review of the Status of Projects, agreed that (1) a 
new national intelligence estimate on Iran would be desirable 
(2) the Senior State Member should explore the practicability 
of a report on "Current United States Policy Toward Iran" 

to supersede NSC 107/2 pending subsequent review of long- 
range policy toward Iran (3) the Senior Staff should discuss 
the subject again at an early meeting on the basis of the 
Senior State Member's recommendations. 


The Senior Staff at its meeting on October 9 discussed the 
subject in the light of the proposals of the Departments of 
Defense and State transmitted by the reference memos of October 
1 and 7 respectively and in the light of SE-33, and directed 

the Staff Assistants to prepare, in the light of the discussion, 
a draft revision of the statement of policy on the subject 
contained in NSC 107/2. A draft revision of the statement of 
policy prepared by the Staff Assistants pursuant to this 
agreement by the Senior Staff has been transmitted to the Senior 
Staff by the reference memo of October 13. . i 
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Background studies for information in connection with the draft 
statement of poitey are being prepared as follows: (1) a study 
of special political capabilities in Iran, by CIA; (2) a study 
of possible military courses of action in the event of an 
attempted Tudeh coup, by the Department of Defense. In addi- 
tion, NIE-75, "Probable Developments in Iran," is being pre- 
pared by the Central Intelligence Agency. The draft statement 
of policy, prepared by the Staff Assistants, and the changes 

to this draft proposed by the Senior State Member and trans- 
mitted by the reference memorandum of October 29, are scheduled 
for consideration at a meeting of the Senior Staff on November 4, 
(See also related project below on "Relative Cost of Ensuring 
Availability of Certain Middle Fast Oil Facilities or of Off- 
setting Their Loss.)

On February 23, 1951, the Senior NSC Staff agreed that the 
NSC 79 project on United States and allied war objectives 
Should be completed in two sections and that the section on 
the above subject, including a plan for reduction and regula= 
tion of armaments and armed forces, should be completed as a 
matter of priority. On May ak, 1941, the Senior Staff agreed 
that the completion of this project would provide an important 
background for obtaining popular support for U.S. national 
security policies. 


Report by the Secretaries of State and Defense in connection 
with the plan referred to above, adopted by the Council (NSC 
Action No. 511) and approved by the President as NSC 112. On 
July 10, 1951, the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the 
first step toward completion of this project and that further 
work would proceed in the light of Council action on NSC 112. 
Awaiting re-examination by the Senior State Member of this 
project and the one below, with a view to expediting their 
completion or proposing their concellation.

JCS memo (NSC 79) circulated for Council information and 
referred to the Staff for use in the preparation of a report. 
The Senior Staff designated an ad hoc group to draft a report 
to include both a statement of war objectives in the event of 
global war, and such related questions as a statement of the 
conditions that the U. S. would be willing to accept for a 
peaceful settlement with the USSR and its satellites. At the 
initial meeting of the ad hoc group under the chairmanship 

of the State Member on October 6, 1950, the form and content 
of a response to the problems posed by NSC 79 were discussed 
and agreed upon. 


On February 23, 1951, the Senior Staff agreed that this project 
should be divided as follows: (1) a statement of U. S. and 
allied war objectives in the event of a global war; and (2) a 
statement of the conditions the U. S. would be willing to accept 
for a peaceful settlement with the USSR, including a plan for 
the reduction and regulation of armaments and armed forces. 
Awaiting re-examination by the Senior State Member of this 
project and the one above, with a view to expediting their 
completion or proposing their cancellation.

The 
President on December 13 approved the Interim Recommendations 
contained in NSC 97/1, as amended, and directed their imple- 
mentation by all executive departments and agencies of the U. 5S. 
Government under the coordination of the Director of Defense

At the request of the Senior ODM Member a "Refining Supplement" 
to the basic report transmitted by the. reference memo of 
August 3 and s report on "Petroleum Transportation in the 
United States" which also supplements this basic report 
transmitted by the reference memos ef February 27 and.

The Council, at its meeting on September 3, discussed NSC 
135/1 and referred it to the Senior NSC Staff for revision 
(see NSC 135/3). The Council also noted that the President 
directed the Secretaries of State and Defense and the Director 
for Mutual Security jointly to undertake, in consultation as 
appropriate with other departments and agencies, the prepara- 
tion of materials necessary for a reexamination of the amounts 
and allocations of resources to various areas in terms of 
kind, quantity, timing and priority, to determine: (1) 

whether a general increase in the level of free world programs 
and military forces is required to deal with the several 
threats; (2) whether the present allocation of resources as 
between U.S. military forces and other free wald forces is 
appropriate; (3) whether the present balance between military 
assistance and the various types of economic assistance is 
appropriate; and (4) whether these allocations are in proper 
relationship to the threats facing the United States in Europa, 
the Far East, and the Middle East, to the impertance of these 
areas for U.S. security, and to United States commitments. 


The materials so prepared, together with any recommendations, 
are to be submitted to the President, through the NSC prior 
to January 1, 1953, with a progress report to be submitted 

by November 15, 1942, if the work has proceeded sufficiently 
(NSC Action No. 668). Awaiting joint report by the Secretaries 
of State and Defense and the Director for Mutual Security.
